Detailed Action 

Applicants' amendments and arguments filed on 10/08/09 have been fully 
considered and are deemed to be persuasive to overcome the rejections previously 
applied. Said amendment, amended claims 1 and 2 and added new claims 19 and 20. 
Thus, claims 1-20 are pending in this application, claims 9-17 remain withdrawn as they 
are drawn to nonelected inventions and thus claims 1-8 and 18-20 are under 
consideration for examination. 

Examiner Amendment 

An Examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 

and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 and 18-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Following a 
diligent search, it was determined that the prior art neither teaches nor suggests an 
isolated polypeptide consisting of an amino acid sequence having a 90% or more 
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identity to the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 4 and having p-ionone ring-2- 
hydroxylase activity and encoded by a DNA consisting of the nucleotide sequence of 
SEQ ID NO: 3 or a DNA that hybridizes to the full complement of SEQ ID NO: 3 under 
recited hybridization conditions (as in claims 1,2, 19 and 20) and a genetically modified 
microorganism comprising said DNA and other carotenoid biosynthesis genes in a 
method of preparing a hydroxylated carotenoid (as in claims 3-8 and 18).
